Backs Act For Commodities 


Other Than Wheat; Cites 


Benefits Of Move

than wheat. Chairman Fulmer (D)

Fulmer made public a letter the 
President wrote Secretary of Ag­ 
riculture W lckard saying that in 
view of "proven benefits" of crop 
insurance 
“consideration 
now 
might be given to the extension of 
federal insurance to other crops” 
ag “reliable actuarial bases are de­ 
veloped’’. 
The 
letter 
recalled 
that 
Mr. 
Roosevelt had vetoed a cotton crop 
insurance bill a year ago because 
of "substantial” losses on wheat 
insurance, lack of sound actuarial 
basis for a self-supporting program 
and a belief that when such a basis 
was established, producers of "all 
major crops should share in its 
benefits.” 
Cotton Insurance Advised 
Cotton insurance is one recom­ 
mendation 
W ickard’s 
aids 
have 
made to congressional farm lead­ 
ers as part of a bill to raise the 
Income of farmers who cooperate 
with this year's crop control pro­ 
gram. 
The proposals also contemplate 
75 percent of parity loans for the 
basic crops—wheat, cotton, corn, 
tobacco and rice— financed through 
an 
additional $1,000,000,000 
loan 
from the Reconstruction Finance 
Corp. and increased millions for 
removal of surplus commodities. 
The house agreed earlier this 
week to provide for parity loans 
a t that rate, but the senate agri­ 
culture 
committee 
voted 
unani­ 
mously yesterday to 
recommend 
that the loan base be raised to 86 
percent. 
85 Percent Loans Studied 
Later Rep. Cannon (D) of Mia- 
souri. who handles the annual farm 
appropriation 
bill, said 
he 
bad 
asked the agriculture department 
to study the advisability of recom­ 
mending 85 percent loans. 
The new measure came to the 
fore as a controversy continued 
between the house and senate over 
the amount of parity payments in 
the departm ent's pending appro­ 
priation bill. 
The house approved 
1212.00ft.OOO hut the senate voted 
for 
$450,000,000. 
Conferees 
will 
attempt to reach a compromise in 
a few weeks. 
Strong 
administration 
pressure 
has been exerted on congressional 
leaders to maintain the house po­ 
sition and there were reports that 
the departm ent’s proposals are in­ 
tended to help achieve that goal. 
Under its crop insurance programs 
the government guarantees farm­ 
ers against crop losses. 
As pre­ 
miums. it accepts quantities of the 
commodities insured. 
It pays off 
in kind. 
Thus an insured wheat 
farmer makes premium payment# 
in wheat and if he suffers 
crop 
losses the government pays his in­ 
demnities in wheat. 
Would Support Market Price 
Object of the parity loans is to 
support 
or increase the 
market 
price for farm products. 
If the 
government agrees to make parity 
loans of 61 cents a bushel on corn, 
for instance, this for practical pur­ 
poses puts a floor under the m ar­ 
ket price, since corn growers wall 
borrow on the grain in preference 
to selling it for less.

would give a farm 
product 
the 
same relative purchasing power it

In a previous
